This week I found out who 
George Hedley is. 

He rated 1,000 words and a 

@ picture in the San Francisco 
Chronicle upon his retirement as 
both a professor and chaplain at 
Mills College. 

He also was deemed worthy of 
a brief report on the floor of 
the Central Labor Council by 
Executive Secretary - Treasurer 
Robert S. Ash. 

Hedley was a tradition at 
Mills. He was also that rare 
creature, a true teacher. He took 
seriously his plea to learn by 
doing and by contact. Every 
summer, he put on old clothes 
and worked on farms to remind 
himself what it was like when 
he was a Central Valley fruit 
piciker as a youth. 

Hedley told a sociology class 
last year: “The critical thing is 
to get into a minority com- 
munity and see what it’s like.” 

Getting to see what things 
were like brought Hedley to San 
Francisco in 1934. He wanted to 
see what the waterfront strike 
was all about. He was standing 
among longshoremen when po- 

@ lice opened fire.

TRADITION TO CONTINUE 

The Chronicle referred to Hed- 
ley as “a tradition” at Mills. 

Despite his retirement, the 
tradition will remain, in a 
Slightly different form. At Hed- 
ley’s request, a dozen Mills stu- 
dents will get to know how the 
other half lives by working 
directly in various aspects of 
community life. Two are cur- 
rently assigned to the labor 
movement in Alameda County. 

Hedley told the Chronicle’s re- 
porter: “It. will take two years 
for the student body to forget 
me, and maybe five years for 
the faculty.”

release of 
poverty funds 


Governor Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown has given the necessary 
state OK for release of $235,761 
in federal anti-poverty funds to 
the Central Labor Council’s 
Summer Work Project for 
youths. 

But definite scheduling of 
work for the 200 youths selected 
from needy Oakland families 
was being held up as of Tuesday 
until details of workmen’s com- 
pensation coverage could be 
worked out. 

Work was expected. to begin 
by Monday, however. 

Project Director Paul Katz 
told the Central Labor Council 
Monday night a “dedicated and 
well-qualified staff’ had been 
recruited from. union ranks to 
supervise the youths on jobs to 
help local non-profit organiza- 
tions. 

700 APPLICANTS 

With the aim of aiding fami- 
lies with incomes under $4,000 
and giving the 200 youths work 
experience, the project attracted 
more than 1700 applications in 
114 days last week. 

Katz and Richard K,. Groulx, 
executive assistant secretary of 
the Central Labor Council, said 
difficult decisions had to be 
made on which youths choose. 
Many unions referred children 
of members, they reported. 

CLC VISITORS 

In other business, the Labor 
Council voted to let its officers 
continue to handle applications 
from persons wishing to visit 
| meetings. It voted to name a 
subcommittee to recommend a 
long-range policy on the open 
versus closed meeting contro- 
versy. 

President Russell Crowell re- 
ported his union, Cleaners and 
Dyers 3009, had just voted over- 
whelmingly to strike against dry 
cleaning firms if necessary to 
back up contract demands.

He said there had been only a little picketing at a few jobs 
by the Cement Masons, and other crafts remained working in 


most instances. 


Childers said members of Laborers 304 might shut down some 
jobs and place pickets this Tuesday. 
Still in negotiations are Painters, Plumbers, Roofers, Sheet 


Metal Workers and Steamfitters.

The motors, sold on easy terms 
to fishermen, are, donated or pro- 
vided at reduced prices by private 
companies, including an American 
outboard firm, Other groups do- 
nate money, FAO, which has 
launched similar programs in 
other countries, supplies training. 

Thus, FAO again has prov ed 
that the food problem is not the 
lack of new resources but the fail- 
ure to exploit existing ones.

State consumer 
budget slashed 


The office of State Consume 
Counsel Helen E. Nelson had its 
budget cut by 30 per cent by the 
State Senate at 3 a.m. on the 
last day the Legislature was in 
session. 

The Senate voted its approval 
of a reduced budget, recom- 
mended by a conference com- 
| tmitee of three assemblymen 
| and three senators, This cut the 
| consumer counsel’s staff by one- 
third, according to the report 
from Mrs. Nelson's office. 

Most crippling of the cuts was 
elimination of the position of 
administrative adviser. The role 


/of the legal adviser was to pro- 


vide legal research for the con- 
sumer counsel on legal and 
techinical facts in appearances 
before government commissions 
and agencies and legislative 
committees. 

Also eliminated was a South- 
ern California staff'member and 
almost two-thirds of the budget 
|for printing information for 
consumers. The budget remain- 
ing was $89,998.

after long fight 


Despite other defeats, labor 
won an important victory in the 
State Legislature last week with 
repeal of the’ Hot Cargo and 
Secondary. Boyeott Act. 

The act was passed as an 
emergency measure during 
World War II. The California 
Labor Federation has been try- 
ing for 24 years to have it re- 
pealed. 

The act made: it illegal for 
employees of a non-struck firm 
to handle “hot cargo” from a 
struck firm. If Governor Brown 
signs Senate Bill 551 to repeal 
it, such secondary boycotts will 
be legal.

MINIMUM WAGES 

In another development con- 
cerning farm labor, the Califor- 
nia Labor. Federation issued a 
searing denunciation of the pro- 
posed order on minimum wages 
and working conditions for wo- 
men and minors in farm work. 


A statement issued on behalf 
of Pitts to the State Industrial 
Welfare Commission attacked 
the $1.25 minimum wage — com- 
pared with $1.30 in other in- 
dustries — as well as piece rate, 
reporting time pay and meal and 
rest provisions of the proposed 
order. 

Noting that the commission’s 
own wage board had recom- 
mended a $1.30 minimum, Pitts 
charged that the IWC had “ap- 
parently succumbed to the ter- 
riffic pressures exerted by the 
agribusiness lobby.” 

WIRTZ SHUNS PLEAS 

Earlier, Labor Secretary Wirtz 
had rejected grower pleas for 2,- 
599 more foreign workers for the 
Stockton, Salinas and Blythe 
areas. 


Wirtz said he agreed with his 
three - member California Farm 
Labor Panel, which recommend- 
ed the requests be denied on the 
basis there were sufficient do- 
mestic farm workers availablt. 


The California Labor Federa- 
tion opposed the growers’ re- 
quests at hearings in each of 
the three areas.

Senator refuses fo sign 
U.C. witch hunt ‘drivel’ 


The State Senate Red hunters made another scatter-gun 
attack on the University of California and Dr. Clark Kerr, its 
president, last week. They spread red paint over the innocent 
as well as those who may possibly have had some connection 
with communism, no matter how long ago or how remote that 
connection was. 

The so-called Senate Fact Finding Committee on Un- 
American Activities produced no proof of any Communists in 
U.C.'’s employ. But its irresponsible charges—gleefully trum- 
peted by the Oakland Tribune and the Hearst press—will 
provide fodder for those who want to restrict the free inquiry 
and discussion vital to a great university, and those who want 
to get rid of Dr. Kerr. 

State Senator Stephen P. Teale (D.-West Point) is one 
of three members of the so-called fact finding committee. He 
refused to sign the report. His reasons were as quoted in the 
San Francisco Chronicle. Senator Teale, a moderate, apparently 
doesn’t believe the nonsense that the Free Speech Movement 
was all a Communist plot. At least he doesn’t believe that the 
Burns Committee report offered ‘‘any concrete evidence’’ of 
this. Here is his statement: 


“Most anyone who reads the report could see why I 
didn’t sign it. It took 200 pages to say what could have been 
said in six pages, so far as factual material was concerned. 
The balance is just drivel of old Communist stuff—quotes 
from old newspapers and from old reports of the same 
committee. 

“I don’t consider it particularly valuable to refer to your 
own (past) material to justify what you are writing. 

“The impression I got was that simply by association, 
interspersing paragraphs about recent troubles at the univer- 
sity with totally unrelated activities of the last 30 years, we 
are trying to imply that all recent campus action was a Com- 
munist plot. 

“Had there been any concrete evidence of this, I would 
have gone along and signed the report. But I didn’t see any 
such evidence. Frankly, I was totally unhappy with the 
whole damned thing.” 


With the committee’s chairman, Senator Hugh Burns, so- 
called Fresno Democrat, bound to be a guiding light in the 
forthcoming State Legislature investigation of U.C., the pros- 
pect is that truth and freedom will suffer even more. 

It would be well to keep Senator Teale’s words in mind 
during the months ahead. 


Farm labor battle won... but 


The plight of American farm workers is one of the biggest 
problems facing the labor movement. It faces us as trade union- 
ists and as human beings. We won a major battle in the halls 
of Congress last year with repeal of the bracero program. Cheap 
imported labor kept down wages and conditions of American 
farm workers. Now the big growers’ attempt to get around 
Congress’ decision—by continuing to bring in more foreign 
workers—appears to have been defeated. They have not given 
up entirely. But a second major victory appears to have 
been won. 

Winning a battle does not win a war. Growers will still 
pay as little as they can. They will offer the poorest conditions 
they can and still get their crops harvested. And there is evi- 
dence that their latest move is partly an attempt to get around 
Labor Secretary Willard Wirtz’ $1.40-per-hour standard to 
qualify for Mexican workers. 

The California Labor Federation and the Agricultural 
Workers Organizing Committee deserve strong praise for the 
recent victory. We think Labor Secretary Wirtz should be 
praised, too, for sticking to his guns with only relatively small 
concessions in the face of tremendous political pressure by 
growers. But AWOC and the state federation will need our 
support even more in their efforts now to actually raise wages 
and conditions, now that foreign competition is gone. We have 
‘ no illusions that the growers will suddenly join the American 
economic system. 

Some good old-fashioned union activity lies ahead. AWOC 
already has contracts with some growers and farm labor con- 
tractors. But most farm workers are still unorganized. Organiz- 
ing farm workers is the hardest kind of organizing. Much 
money and manpower will be needed. }

540 ATTEND 

In that time, 540 Carpenter 
apprentices have attended, and 
460 have graduated from, special 
trade union education classes 
held two hours a night, once a 
week for 10 weeks, covering a 
variety of subjects which include 
general labor history, the history 
and structure of the Brother- 
hood, union and negotiated 
benefits; bylaws and working 
rules, jurisdiction, automation, 
political education and labor 
economics, 

The trade union classes are 
separate from the regular trade 
classes, and where there is a 
schedule conflict, the appren- 
tices are excused from regular 
classes to attend them. 

This precedent setting trade 
union education program was 
inaugurated in March, 1964, by 
the Bay Counties District Coun- 
cil of Carpenters, whose juris- 
diction embraces San Francisco 
and adjoining Alameda, San Ma- 
teo and Marin counties. 

Spark plug for the venture was 
District Council Executive Sec- 
retary C. R. Bartalini, who had 
come to realize over a period of 
time that, as he puts it, “we’re 
losing over 100 members a month 
due to death or retirement. 
These are the solid old-timers 
who built our union and have 
been its backbone. Their places 
are being taken by newcomers 
}who accept the fine wages and’

conditions we enjoy today with- 
out knowing what we had to go 
through to win them. Many of 
them see the union only as 
something they have to pay dues 
to in order to work; some are 
actually hostile.’ 


Under Bartalini’s leadership 
the District Council delegates 
voted to finance a Research and 
Education Department and en- 
trusted its operation to Harold 
| Rossman, a veteran trade union- 
ist with more than a quarter 
century of experience in trade 
| union journalism, education and 
research. 

It was decided to concentrate 
initially on incoming appren- 
tices. The District Council voted 
| that all new apprentices must 
attend the trade union education 
classes. 

FIRST YEAR 

The first year of the program 
has been one of shaking down, 
testing and discarding. Some 
'topics and films have been 
changed. But the course of study 
is not frozen into a pattern; it 
retains a current events quality, 
in that the cases and examples 
cited change as time and events 
progress; newspaper clippings, 
magazine articles, official AFL- 
CIO reprints and pamphlets and 
similar material of a timely sort 
is used wherever appropriate. 

Now the Bay Counties District 
Council of Carpenters is plan- 
ning its next move. The first will 
be to require attendance at the 
| Classes by younger journeymen 
;coming into the district from 
| other areas, Also in prospect are 
| voluntary classes, or program in 
| voluntary classes, or programs

| HOPES FOR FUTURE 
| Meanwhile, as the ranks of 
| the union fill up increasingly 
| with members of the first gen- 
|eration in American history to

perience of a major war or ma- 
jor depression, who don’t know 
that we didn’t always “have it 
| this good,” there is no immedi- 
ate, certain answer to the ques- 
| tion, what good does it do to 
| tell them, for example, that as 
|recently as 1942 in this area, a 
journeyman carpenter’s wa ge 
was $10 a day as against today’s 
combined wages and fringes of 
$41.72 a day?

The Democrats of the 14th 
Assembly District do not have 
reason to feel gratitude to the 
political leadership of the Alae 
meda County Central Labor 
Council.

Assemblyman Crown is syme 
pathetic to the objectives of lae 
bor, and this is the reason that 
labor gets a favorable vote from 
him. 

During the ’40’s and ’50’s, while 
the council was supporting the 
Republican incumbent in the 
14th A.D., in the 15th A.D. it 
was supporting the Republican, 
Luther Lincoln. Statewide, it 
was Knight and Powers. On the 
Board of Equalization, it was 
Jimmy Quinn. In other words, 
you support the Republican pow- 
ers that be, even though you get 
little help from Republicans. 

I would have more confidence 


in labor’s political leadership if 


they would quit playing both 
ends against the middle, and de- 
velop leaders that are concerned
